Hampden-Sydney  College  lost 
a  long-time  educator  and  friend 
with  the  death  on  May  19  of  Pro- 
fessor Robert  Thruston  Hubard, 
Jr.  The  fourth  generation  to  attend 
Hampden-Sydney,  Professor 
Hubard  was  a  distinguished  schol- 
ar and  gentleman  throughout  his 
years  as  student  and  professor. 

Professor  Hubard  was  an  au- 
thentic link  with  the  College's  rich 
past.  The  first  of  his  name,  his 
great-grandfather,  was  a  member 
of  the  class  of  1831;  his  grandfather 
was  valedictorian  of  the  class  of 
1859;  his  father,  class  of  1897,  was 
a  long-time  Trustee.  Professor 
Hubard  was  a  leader  in  under- 
graduate life:  elected  to  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa,  he  was  graduated 
summa  cum  laude  in  the  class  of 
1935.  The  crippling  illness  which 
struck  him  as  a  student  did  not 
deter  him  from  entering  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  Law  School, 
where  he  was  elected  to  the  Law 
Review,  the  Raven  Society,  and 
the  Order  of  the  Coif,  and  re- 
ceived his  degree  with  highest 
honors  in  1942. 

Appointed  to  the  faculty  in  1946 
as  an  instructor  in  English,  he  aug- 
mented his  legal  training  with 
graduate  work  in  political  science 
and  eventually  assumed  responsi- 
bility for  all  political  science 
courses  at  the  College.  A  member 
not  only  of  the  Bar  but  of  various 
professional  associations,  he  was 


president  of  the  Virginia  Social 
Science  Association  in  1964-1965. 
Appointed  Professor  in  1973  and 
Professor  Emeritus  in  1977,  he 
continued  to  teach  part-time  until 
his  last  brief  illness. 

The  facts  only  introduce  the 
man;  they  do  not  capture  him  as 
his  many  friends  knew  him.  He 
typified  so  charmingly  and  mod- 
estly that  extraordinary  subspe- 
cies of  Southern  gentlemen  known 
as  "The  Vanishing  Virginian."  A 
nickname  always  seemed  incon- 
gruously used  of  him,  dignified  in 
bearing  and  courtly  in  demeanor 
as  he  was;  yet  he  did  not  flinch  to 
respond  to  "Bob."  In  fact,  his  ge- 
nial good  humor,  gracious  amiabil- 
ity, highly  distilled  and  gently  ex- 
pressed wisdom,  and  freely  dry 
wit,  not  to  mention  his  endless 
wealth  of  anecdotes  and  good  sto- 
ries —  always  told  with  the  con- 
summate raconteur's  teasing 
embellishment  and  perfect  timing 
—  made  him  a  delightful  compan- 
ion for  any  occasion.  And  how  he 
loved  socializing  with  friends! 
Generously  cultivated,  well  in- 
formed, and  gifted  with  an  amaz- 
ing memory,  he  artfully  laced  his 
elegantly  phrased  conversation 
with  ingenious  and  often  amusingly 
apt  quotations  from  literature, 
Scripture,  the  Prayer  Book,  or 
Humphrey  Bogart  movies.  He 
thought  good  laughter  was  good 
medicine.  It  is  almost  incompre- 


hensible that  he  was  a  man  who 
had  not  known  a  day  free  from 
sometimes  excruciating  pain  for 
almost  fifty  years.  Personal 
triumph  over  dreadful  physical 
adversity  finds  new  meaning  in  his 
life. 

He  brought  to  his  classroom  the 
manner  of  an  avuncular  senior  Jus- 
tice of  Appeal:  he  was  on  the 
bench,  and  his  students  were  ei- 
ther tyro  lawyers  or  naive  witnes- 
ses. In  either  event,  poor  prepara- 
tion, an  inability  to  withstand 
cross-examination,  or  failure  to  ex- 
press thoughts  clearly,  accurately, 
logically,  and  with  some  grace 
could  have  results  hard  to  bear  on 
the  spot  but  wholesome  in  the 
long  run. 

His  love  of  the  College  was 
boundless  and  found  many  ave- 
nues of  expression.  His  discerning 
taste  made  him  sensitive  to  devia- 
tions from  high  standards  of  poli- 
cy, or  performance,  in  everything 
from  football  to  landscaping;  he 
was  an  acute  judge  of  men  and 
manners.  His  kindness  to  all  sorts 
and  conditions  of  men  was  the  final 
testimony  to  his  Christian  charac- 
ter. The  College  gave  him  a  full 
life  and  a  happy  home;  by  his  ex- 
ample of  genteelness  and  courage 
as  much  as  by  his  contribution  of 
concern  and  service,  he  in  turn 
enriched  and  ennobled  the  life  of 
the  College.

Tradition  and  Hampden-Sydney  are  in- 
separable; it  is  impossible  even  so  much  as  to 
think  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  without 
simultaneously  contemplating  the  richness 
of  her  heritage.  This  tradition  is  not  quite  so 
evident  here  in  this  modern  gymnasium  as  it 
would  have  been  had  we  all  assembled  on 
the  lawn  at  that  magnificent  structure  we  call 
Venable  Hall,  but  my  classmates  and  I  can 
attest  to  the  fact  that  it  is  this  tradition  which 


sets  Hampden-Sydney  apart  from  all  other 
"small,  liberal  arts  colleges." 

But  what  exactly  is  this  "tradition"  of 
which  I  speak?  According  to  the  Oxford  Dic- 
tionary the  word  "tradition"  first  appeared 
in  the  manner  I  would  like  to  use  it  185  years 
before  the  founding  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  it  refers  to  the  transmission  of  state- 
ments, beliefs,  rules,  or  customs  by  word  of 
mouth  or  by  practice  without  writing. 


"Tradition"  is  derived  from  the  Latin 
"trans,"  meaning  across  or  over,  and  "dare" 
meaning  to  give,  and  so  literally  means  to 
give  across  or  over.  Thus  tradition,  which 
makes  up  such  an  integral  part  of  our  alma 
mater  should  necessarily  be  traced  to  the 
statements,  beliefs  and  customs  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney's  founding  fathers  who  have 
given  over  so  much  of  the  spirit  that  makes 
Hampden-Sydney  special.

The  late  Herbert  C.  Bradshaw,  class  of 
1930,  began  his  History  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  with  the  words: 

"Hampden-Sydney  College  owes  its 
establishment  to  the  planting  of  the  Pre- 
sbyterian faith  in  Southside  Virginia  dur- 
ing the  second  third  of  the  eighteenth 
century." 

This  college's  roots  are  undeniably 
tied  to  the  development  of  Protestantism 
in  the  middle  Atlantic  colonies  and  so  a 
brief  examination  of  Christian  contribu- 
tions to  the  establishmen  and  continued 
existence  of  Hampden-Sydney  seems  at 
least  relevant  on  this  occasion  of  Com- 
mencement in  the  206th  year  of  the  col- 
lege. 

In  October  of  1775,  Samuel  Stanhope 
Smith,  our  first  president,  placed  an  arti- 
cle in  the  Virginia  Gazette  which  con- 
tained these  words  ioncerning  the  aim  of 
a  Hampden-Sydney  education  with  re- 
gard to  religion: 

"The  public  may  rest  assured  that  the 
whole  shall  be  conducted  in  the  most 
catholic  plan.  Parents  of  every  denomi- 
nation may  be  at  full  liberty  to  require 
their  children  to  attend  any  mode  of 
worship  which  either  custom  or  consci- 
ence has  rendered  most  agreeable  to 
them  .  .  .  Our  character  and  interests, 
therefore  being  both  at  stake,  furnish  a 
strong  security  for  our  avoiding  all  party 
instigations,  for  our  care  to  form  good 
men  and  good  citizens  on  the  common 
and  universal  principles  of  morality,  dis- 
tinguished from  the  narrow  tenets  which 
form  the  complexion  of  any  sect." 

Hampden-Sydney's  aim  since  its  in- 
ception has  thus  been  to  produce 
humane,  lettered,  and  I  might  add, 
Christian  men  who  traditionally  become 
good,  productive  citizens. 

Hampden-Sydney's  early  presidents 
were,  without  doubt,  humane,  lettered, 
and  Christian  men.  All  six  of  the  men 
who  held  the  office  of  president  in  the 
first  44  years  of  Hampden-Sydney's  ex- 
istence were  college  professors  as  well  as 
ordained  Christian  ministers.  Furth- 
ermore, it  was  during  the  administration 
of  the  seventh  president,  Jonathan 
Cushing,  that  the  building  we  now  call 
Venable  Hall  was  erected  for  the  purpose 
of  housing  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
an  outgrowth  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
Theology  Department.  According  to 
Morrison's  Dictionary  of  Biography,  the 
seminary  was  established  "with  the  Bible 
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for  its  first  object. "  And  possible  as  a  result, 
Hampden-Sydney  became  and  continued 
to  be  "a  place  worthy  of  regard  and  held  in 
estimation  over  a  wide  territory."  To  its 
credit,  the  college  still  produces  humane, 
lettered,  and  Christian  men  like  Dr.  Fran- 
cis A.  SchaefFer,  renowned  scholar,  theolo- 
gian, and  author  of  over  twenty  books. 
However,  the  emphasis  has  swung  heavily 
towards  the  first  two  of  these  attributes, 
sometimes  to  the  exclusion  of  the  third. 

C.S.  Lewis  has  written  that  "to  the  mod- 
ern undergraduate  Christianity  is,  at  least, 
one  of  the  intellectual  options."  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  always  provided  ample  oppor- 
tunities for  the  investigation  of  this  option. 
At  one  time,  morning  and  evening  public 
prayers  and  daily  chapel  were  compulsory 
and  weekly  attendance  at  a  church  of  the 
student's  choice  was  required  whenever  it 
was  convenient  —  that  is,  whenever  a 
church  was  within  three  miles  of  the  Col- 
lege. Although  opportunities  such  as  daily 
prayer  meetings,  weekly  Vesper  Services 
(which  were  begun  this  past  year  by  our 
college  Chaplain  the  Reverend  Mr.  Sidney 
J.  Hall),  and  worship  services  at  local  chur- 
ches are  today  strictly  voluntary  rather 
than  compulsory,  they  are  nevertheless 
available.  It  is  now  the  duty  of  those  of  us 
who  are  students  to  take  advantage  of  these 
opportunities  and  so  fully  investigate  the 
Christian  option  which  is  in  fact  an  intellec- 
tual option. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  there  is  no 
"unfathomable  chasm"  between  faith  and 
intellect.  I  stand  before  you  today  bearing 
witness  to  the  fact  that  it  is  possible  to 
integrate  a  modern  liberal  arts  education  of 
the  finest  tradition  into  the  framework  of  a 
viable  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  only  by 
God's  grace  and  His  power  that  I  have  pers- 
evered through  four  years  of  academic 
trials  in  order  to  have  the  privilege  of  stand- 
ing here  today  as  the  valedictorian  of  the 
class  of  1982. 

I  have  learned  much  during  my  four 
years  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  will  be  fore- 
ver indebted  to  the  professors  I  have  toiled 
under,  both  for  what  they  have  taught  me 
as  professors  in  the  classroom  and  for  what 
they  have  taught  me  as  people  outside  the 
classroom.  I  am  also  indebted  to  all  those 
members  of  the  College  administration  and 
staff  who  make  up  this  special  Hampden- 
Sydney  community.  On  behalf  of  the  class  I 
thank  you  all.  There  is,  however,  one  pro- 
fessor to  whom  the  class  wishes  to  pay  spe- 
cial tribute:  Dr.  Robert  T.  Hubard,  Jr.  The 
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example  of  courage  and  dedication  set  by 
Dr.  Hubard  in  continuing  to  teach  and 
admonish  students  in  the  discipline  of  po- 
litical science  in  spite  of  failing  health  prac- 
tically until  the  day  of  his  death  this  past 
week  is  an  example  that  none  of  us  who 
knew  him  will  soon  forget.  The  tradition 
handed  down  by  Dr.  Hubard  lives  on  in  the 
students  he  so  faithfully  instructed.  It  must 
have  been  for  men  like  him  who  unselfishly 
give  their  lives  in  service  that  G.K.  Ches- 
terton penned  the  definition,  "Tradition 
does  not  mean  that  the  living  are  dead,  but 
that  the  dead  are  living." 

I  conclude  with  a  charge  to  my  fellow 
graduates.  If  the  College  herself  and  the 
men  like  Dr.  Hubard  who  have  given  their 
lives  in  her  service  could  render  a  farewell 
to  the  class  of  1982,  I  feel  that  they  would 
do  well  to  use  the  words  of  Paul  in  his 
Second  Letter  to  the  Thessalonians,  chap- 
ter 2,  verse  15: 

So  then,  brothers,  stand  firm  and  hold  to 
the  traditions  we  passed  on  to  you  whether 
by  word  of  mouth  or  by  letter.

Parents  Weekend:  September  26  (Guilford)       Homecoming:  October  17  (Washington  &  Lee) 
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When  the  Tigers  of '81  took  to  the  grid- 
iron on  September  against  Westchester  Col- 
lege, they  were  a  young,  inexperienced, 
but  optimistic  team.  After  losing  twelve 
starters  to  graduation  the  year  before, 
Head  Coach  Stokeley  Fulton  had  to  rely  on 
his  talented  freshmen.  Out  of  the  40  fresh- 
men who  tried  out,  37  remained  on  the 
squad,  and  many  saw  action.  While  these 
freshmen  contributed  much  to  the  pro- 
gram, inexperience  seemed  to  plague 
Hampden-Sydney  all  year. 

On  offense,  the  Tigers  depended  mostly 
on  the  experience  of  the  backfield.  With 
senior  Tim  Lass  at  quarterback,  the  Tigers 
scored  128  points.  Leading  the  team  effort, 
though,  was  all-conference  sophomore 
sensation  Tim  Jones,  who  led  the  league  in 
scoring  with  74  points  and  rushing  with  976 
yards.  Also,  Tim  Jones  came  within  one 
point  of  being  ODAC  player  of  the  year. 
While  Jones  was  at  tail-back,  senior  D.A. 
Worrel  was  playing  at  fullback.  On  the 
offensive  line,  inexperience  seemed  to 
hamper  the  Tigers,  especially  at  the  tackle 
position.  Surprisingly,  though,  the  young 
inexperienced  corps  of  receivers  showed 
improvement  steadily  each  week. 

Defensively,  the  Tigers  held  their  posi- 
tion. Coach  Lou  Wacker,  whose  last  year  as 
a  coach  at  Hampden-Sydney  was  in  '81,  felt 
the  only  weakness  the  defense  had  was  a 
lack  of  depth.  Giving  the  defense  some 
class  was  senior  safety  Tom  Thalman,  who 
was  named  to  the  ODAC  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row.  Also  in  the  secondary,  Jimmy 
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Stringfield  and  Con'  Butler  kept  offenses 
on  their  toes.  At  linebacker,  veteran  Neil 
Huffman  and  Wallace  Tern'  held  tough, 
while  freshman  Dave  Allan  impressed 
everyone  with  his  hard  hitting.  The  front 
line,  though  stable,  lacked  a  lot  of  depth, 
but  seemed  to  come  through  with  newcom- 
er Steve  Plunkert,  senior  David  Heppner, 
and  Skep  Sawyer.  Kicking  chores  in  '81 
were  handled  by  Paul  Fozo  and  Hiter 
Harris. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  season  the  Tigers 
travelled  north  to  face  Division  II  power- 
house Westchester  State.  In  that  game, 
Westchester  combined  several  kep  breaks 
with  a  superb  passing  attack  and  went  on  to 
defeat  the  Tigers  28-3.  However,  the  game 
was  not  as  one-sided  as  the  score  might 
indicate;  for  the  offense  gained  302  yards  in 
72  plays.  Sophomore  Tim  Jones  gained  96 
yards  on  22  attempts,  while  freshman  Skip 
Cerf  had  two  receptions  for  50  yards. 

On  September  26  the  Tigers  played  their 
first  home  game  of  the  season  in  front  of  a 
crowd  which  saw  the  Tigers  bow  to  the 
Scots  of  Maryville  by  a  score  of  35-21. 
Maryville  capitalized  on  many  Hampden- 
Sydney  mistakes  which  led  to  the  second 
loss  of  the  year  for  the  Tigers.

The  next  week  the  Tigers  played  at  home 
on  Parents'  Day  in  a  game  that  showed  vast 
improvement.  Even  though  they  lost  by  a 
score  of  20-18,  the  Tigers  presented  signs 


that  they  were  maturing.  Defensively,  the 
Tigers  did  not  allow  a  single  point  in  the 
second  half,  while  the  offense  produced  the 
most  exciting  play  of  the  game  when  Tim 
Lass  connected  with  freshman  Brad  Barlow 
on  a  43-yard  pass  play. 

In  one  of  the  brightest  moments  of  the 
year  for  Tiger  fans,  Hampden-Sydney  took 
charge  of  Bridgewater  and  went  on  to  shut 
out  Bridgewater  20-0.  While  the  offense 
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played  superbly,  much  credit  should  go  to 
the  defense,  which,  after  this  game,  had 
gone  five  consecutive  quarters  without  a 
score. 

In  a  game  that  was  seen  by  few,  the 
Tigers  were  shut  out  by  a  tough  West  Geor- 
gia team.  Though  the  game  was  played  dur- 
ing fall  break,  nothing  seemed  to  go  right 
for  the  Tigers  as  they  fell  to  an  1-4  record. 

In  one  of  the  most  exciting  games  of  the 
year,  the  Tigers  dropped  their  homecom- 


ing game  to  a  tough  Washington  and  Lee 
team  by  a  score  of  7-6.  The  Generals  held 
the  Tigers'  offense,  which  was  now  the  num- 
ber one  offense  in  the  ODAC,  scoreless  for 
three  quarters.  But  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
quarterback  Tim  Lass  dropped  back  to  pass 
and  hit  Brad  Barlow  for  a  touchdown,  leav- 
ing the  Tigers  one  point  short  of  W&L  at 
7-6.  Then,  the  most  dramatic  play  of  the 
game  came  when  Hampden-Sydney,  go- 
ing for  two,  failed  on  a  pass  that  was  ques- 
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tionably  ruled  incomplete. 

In  the  next  game  the  Tigers  were  simply 
out-classed  by  the  Davidson  Wildcats  who 
went  on  to  whip  the  Tigers  by  a  score  of 
42-14. 

In  their  best  offensive  show  of  the  year, 
the  Tigers  went  on  to  whip  ODAC  rival 
31-6.  However,  the  following  week  the  Ti- 
gers were  handed  their  seventh  loss  of  the 
season  by  being  shut  out  17-0  by  a  tough 
Division  II  team  from  Central  Florida  Uni- 
versity. 

As  is  true  with  every  Hampden-Sydney 


football  season,  the  fierce  rivalry  with  Ran- 
dolph-Macon highlighted  the  season. 
While  the  Tigers  were  out  of  contention  for 
the  '81  ODAC  title,  the  Yellow-Jackets 
were  very  much  alive.  However,  Hamp- 
den-Sydney played  the  spoiler  in  '81  to 
Randolph-Macon  and  the  game  ended  in  a 
10-10  tie. 

Even  though  the  Tigers  ended  up  with  a 
2-7-1  record,  they,  like  a  fine  wine,  im- 
proved with  age,  and  always  gave  it  their 
best. 
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The  Tiger  thin-clads  began  their  second 
season  under  the  guidance  of  Coach  David 
Taylor  with  a  home  dual  meet  against  Divi- 
sion II  powerhouse  Virginia  State  Universi- 
ty. Senior  Bo  Sydnor  placed  second  overall 
with  a  28:11  for  the  eight  kilometer  course 
and  emerged  as  the  dominant  Tiger  runner 
—  a  position  he  would  hold  throughout  the 
season.  Senior  Captain  Gene  Bruner  also 
ran  well,  a  28:22  for  fifth  place. 

The  next  weekend  the  Harriers  hosted 
three  schools  for  an  early  season  squad 
meet.  With  top  runners  John  Penn  Turner 
(All-Conference,  1980)  and  Gene  Bruner 
out  of  the  line-up,  only  Bo  Sydnor  cracked 
the  top  five.  His  27:12  was  good  for  second 
overall  and  proved  the  senior  from  Char- 
lottesville could  run  with  the  best  in  the 
state. 

Hampden-Sydney's  runners  dominated 
the  Eagles  from  Bridgewater  in  their  next 
home  meet.  Bo  Sydnor  raced  for  the  win  in 
27:17  with  Gene  Bruner,  John  Penn  Turn- 
er, and  freshman  standout  John  Thomson 
taking  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  places, 
respectively.  Also  placing  in  the  top  ten  for 
the  Tigers  were  sophomore  Bruce  Elliott 
(29:07)  and  freshman  Mike  Fucella  (30:24). 

The  Tiger  Harriers  took  to  the  road  for 
their  next  meet,  traveling  to  Mount  Trash- 
more  in  Virginia  Beach  for  a  clash  with 
Division  II  teams  Norfolk  State  University 
and  Hampton  Institute.  The  Tigers  nearly 
stole  the  show  with  top-runners  Sydnor 
and  Turner  taking  third  and  fourth  places 
followed  by  Thomson  and  Bruner  in  sixth 


and  eighth. 

Four  weeks  of  all-out  running  left  Bo 
Sydnor  injured  for  the  next  home  dual 
meet  against  Mary  Washington.  Gene 
Bruner  and  John  Penn  Turner  finished  as 
usual  2-3  overall,  but  without  help  in  the 
lower  positions  the  Tigers  lost  a  close  one. 

Over  seventy  runners  from  across  the 
state  gathered  on  the  Hampden-Sydney 
campus  the  next  weekend  as  the  Tigers 
played  host  for  the  Virginia  State  Cross- 
country Championship  for  NCAA  Divi- 
sion II  and  III  schools.  The  Harriers  held 
their  own  on  a  bad  day  with  all  Tiger  run- 
ners well  below  their  best  times.  Even  so, 
Hampden-Sydney  placed  in  the  middle  of 
the  pack,  fifth  of  ten  teams. 

The  thin-clads  finished  a  season  of  ups 
and  downs  on  a  down  note  in  the  ODAC 
Championship.  Only  year-long  standout 
Bo  Sydnor  placed  in  the  top  ten  —  ninth  in 
26:47  for  five  miles  —  while  John  Penn 
Turner  managed  fourteenth  in  27:14.  Both 
were  All-Conference  Second  Team  and 
earned  a  trip  to  Nashville,  Tennessee,  for 
the  NCAA  Begional  Qualifying  Meet.  Bo 
Sydnor  missed  placing  in  the  top  fifteen, 
and  thereby  qualifying  for  the  national 
championship,  by  three-tenths  of  one  sec- 
ond. Just  as  well  —  Hampden-Sydney  s 
outstanding  runner  of  1981  limped  home 
with  a  severely  pulled  groin  muscle.  The 
season  came  to  a  close  with  a  courageous 
and  close  but  disappointing  race  that 
served  well  as  a  summary  of  the  entire 
season.

The  Society  engages  in 
intra-collegiate  as  well  as 
intercollegiate  debating  and 
discussion  of  local,  national,  and 
transcendent  topics.

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The  Hampden-Sydney  Fire 
Department,  the  only 
student-run  fire  department  in 
the  Commonwealth,  was 
reorganized  in  October  1970  as  a 
Prince  Edward  County  Fire 
Department  to  provide  fire 
protection  to  the  College  and 
the  southern  areas  of  the  county. 

The  department  presently 
operates  a  1968  Ford  750  GPM 
engine,  a  1973  Dodge  van,  a 
brush  truck,  and  a  1976  Ford 
F-750  1250-gallon  tank  truck. 

The  department's  worst  fire  of 
the  year  was  a  four-alarm  fire  at 
Thaxton's  nursing  home.  Battling 
sub-zero  temperatures  and  20 
mph  winds,  the  firemen  were 
unable  to  save  the  old  building. 

In  March,  the  members  had  a 
chance  to  prove  their  founding 
with  a  fire  on  the  third  floor  of 
Venable  Hall.  Within  minutes  of 
the  call,  the  blaze  was 
extinguished.  Almost  twenty-five 
years  earlier,  Mcllwaine  Hall 
had  burned,  prompting  the 
formation  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Fire 
Department.  ^7
